Adrian W. Brown, morphine 
fiend 


and attempted suicide, and life was 
kept In the man until the power of 
the drug was expended 
and 
he 


awoke. He took an overdose of mor- 
phine at four o'clock In tho after- 
noon. Just tho proper dose to 
'be 


deadly, was found In a sound slum- 
ber threo hours later, failed to res- 
pond to .any amount of pounding and 
.nibbing by two doctors and a squad 
of brawny policemen, and was cold, 
dead, up to tho knees when an elec- 
tric current from the city 
service 


wires was sent Into the dying body 
to fight the death-work of tho drug. 
Tho Intact of the current burned the 
flesh as It Is, said to bo the case In 
electrocution, but the body was kept 
alive, tho man, unconscious, 
occa- 


sionally breathing heavily with 
a 


prolonged snore. After hours of ap- 
plication ho showed signs 
of 
Im- 


provement and after the coroner had 
already selected an Inquest jury and 
gone home, the patient began to re- 
vive. At 1 o'clock In the morning he 
sat up In bed, coughed a few times 
and remarked that he felt a bit sick 
and guessed he would have to go to 
tho asylum for treatment. 
He Is a 


railroad man, a former school teach- 
er. 5ms parents residing In Dallas, 
Iowa, was reccntlv divorced from his 
wife and suffered *the loss of his only 
child, 
despondency drove 'him 
to 


dope and ho attempted to commit 
suicide threo times.

Last week Supt. Antlsdel 
visited 


the county training acliool at Ma.nl 
lowoc. about elg'uxy intlcs north of 
Milwaukee, to Investigate the worn 
done there. This school uses rooms 
In a line graded school building on 
the west side of tho city of Jlaiilto- 
woc. 
They have an assembly room, 
a recitation room, an olllco. an:l a 
basement room for manual training. 
..U flrst thu city gave them the use 
of the rooms irce. 
This year they 


pay $350 rent, which Includes heat 
Inc. lighting and Janitor service. Tills 
brings the cost for the county up u> 
$1950 for this year, the state paying 
an equal' amount.

The Courses 


Tho course of study takes up Just 


such work as is done 
in

schools. Students are not only taught 
knowledge, but alto how • to

thoy are not left there. 
They are 


taught something of the working ot 
a child's, mind, and how to
